CENTRAL  STATES  SHOW  A SUCCESS 

The  CSNS  show  hosted  by  the  Illinois  Numismatic  Association  held  a suc- 
cessful show  in  the  south  Chicago  suburb  of  Harvey  on  September  11  - 1 3. 
The  sold  out  bourse  of  120  tables  was  very  active  all  three  days  with  large 
crowds  each  day.  The  attendance  was  approximately  1200  people  for  the 
entire  show.  The  dealer  to  dealer  trading  Thursday  afternoon  was  very 
active  with  about  two-thirds  of  the  dealers  setting  up,  as  well  as  almost  40 
early  birds  in  attendance. 

Friday  was  a heavy  trading  day.  CSNS  President  Roger  Winkelhake  of 
Lincoln  Nebraska  conducted  a CSNS  afternoon  board  meeting. 

Saturday  was  seminar  day  with  Jimmy  Kaczor,  James  Taylor,  John  and 
Nancy  Wilson,  Cliff  Mishler  and  John  Wright  all  giving  presentations  on 
various  numismatic  subjects.  EAC  and  SPMC  meetings  conducted  by  Joe 
Tomasko  and  Tim  Kyzivat  were  also  well  attended.  Door  prizes  of  red 
books  and  ILNA  silver  rounds  were  given  away  at  the  close  of  each  semi- 
nar. Thirty  five  cases  of  exhibits  were  judged  on  Saturday  afternoon  with 
the  winners  announced  and  awards  presented  by  Jack  Huggins  at  the 
Sunday  morning  awards  meeting.  ILNA  Board  Members  Sonny  Henry, 
Jimmy  Kaczor  and  Kermit  Wasmer  were  presented  ANA  Presidential 
awards.  Fifty  year  ANA  membership  awards  were  presented  to  Jimmy 
Kaczor  and  members  of  the  Central  Illinois  Numismatic  Association  of 
Springfield,  IL.  These  awards  were  presented  by  ANA  Board  of  Governor 
Members  John  Wilson  and  Helen  Carmody.  Saturday  was  concluded  with 
an  active  auction  by  D’Atri  Auction  Service  of  Joliet,  Illinois. 

Sunday  was  Youth  Day.  Cent  boards  and  starter  kits,  as  well  as  coins 
were  given  to  each  youth  in  attendance  all  day  Saturday  and  Sunday.  A 
cent  guessing  jar  was  also  available  with  the  two  closest  guesses  each 
receiving  proof  sets.

Chicago  Coin  Club  Celebrates  80th  Anniversary 
With  Die-  Struck  Medallion 

The  Chicago  Coin  Club  is  offering  the  die- 
stuck  medallion  shown  to  the  right.  It  was 
designed  by  sculpture  James  Earle  Fraser, 
designer  of  the  Indian  head  or  Buffalo 
nickel.  The  original  sculpture,  called  “The 
Pioneers,”  is  found  on  the  northwest  pylon 
of  the  Michigan  Avenue  Bridge. 

The  medal  will  be  die-struck  in  bronze, 
sterling  silver  and  10  kt.  gold.  Its  large  size 
(approx.  2.625”  x 3.5”  x .188”)  and  irregular 
shape  qualify  it  to  be  called  a plaquette. 

Each  piece  will  have  its  own  serial  number. 

Pre-orders  are  being  taken  through  December  31, 1998.  Bronze 
medals  are  priced  at  $30  and  $35  after  December  31,  1998.  Ster- 
ling silver  pieces  are  priced  at  $150  and  gold  at  $2,500.  Sterling 
silver  and  gold  will  be  sold  pre-order  only.  Orders  to  be  shipped 
must  include  $5  each  for  bronze  and  silver;  $15  to  ship  and  insure 
the  gold.
